A-lL The population of Wayland shows a steady increase over the past 30 yearse For 
the decade 1940 to 1950, the population has increased 902 or 25.7%. Of this number, 
485 were due to the net in-migration and 417 to the excess of births over deaths. 

The birth rate for 1953 in Wayland was 3),,% persons per thousand of the population, 
while the death rate for the same year was 10.4 persons per thousand. In 1950, there 
were 1,130 married couples in Wayland, of which 1,050 had their own household, Of 
the 1,355 families and unrelated individuals, 1,260 reported a median income of 
93,523 for the year 1949.

III HOUSING -— U.S. CENSUS, 1950 


A-1l Of a total of 1,304 dwelling units in Wayland, 1,206 were occupied and 26, or 
2,0% were vacant and available for occupancy. Of the occupied units, 78.6% were 
owner-occupied and 21.4% were tenant-occupied, In the Boston Metropolitan Area, 
44.6% were owner-occupied and 55.4% were rented. 1.0% of all the dwellings in the 
Area were vacant and available for occupancy. The average estimated cost of dwelling 
units built during 1954 in Wayland was $12,891 per unit, compared to $9,040 per unit’ 
for all dwellings reported by 164 municipalities in the State according to the 
Building Inspector’s report submitted to the Division of Statistics, Massachusetts 
Department of Labor and Industries.

Tv. ECONOMIC BASE 


A. HISTORIC TRENDS . 
Wayland was formerly a part of Sudbury. It was set apart as "Hast Sudbury? in 


1780 and took its present name in 1835. A grist mill was erected by Thomas Cake- 
bread, who appears to have been one of the first settlers, in 1639. In that part 
of the town now known as Cochituate, shoes were manufactured around the start of 
the 19th century. On October 1, 1881 regular rail service was inaugurated over 
the Massachusetts Central Railroad, and the town also established the first free 
public library in the State. The later history of Wayland shows a rural community, 
whose principal interest was agriculture, its marshes and meadows being especially 
suited for the grazing of cattle. Many of the town’s older homesteads have been 
purchased by people of means and have been made into estates. 


Be PRESENT ECONOMY 


Bil. General 

Today, Wayland is primarily a residential town. In 195), a total of 72 firms 
reported to the Massachusetts Division of Employment Security. These firms em 
ployed 352 persons during November, 1954 and had an annual payroll of $773,000. 
Wholesale and retail trade was the leading source of employment with 60.5% of the 
total employed population reported to the offices of Employment Security. Second 
in importance was the construction industry with 15.0% and third with 6.8% was the 
service industry. The 1950 U. S, Census of Population reported 1,173 private wage 
and salary workers living in Wayland, Although this figure can be used only in 
general terms, it does indicate that many Wayland residents are employed outside 
of the community. 


2. Manufacturing 

There was no manufacturing in Wayland during the year 1953. However, carly 
in 1954, the Raytheon Manufacturing Company obtained options on approximately 73 
acres of land within the town for the purpose of building a new electronics 
engineering and research laboratory. Construction of this project began late in 
1954, and the present plans call for the utilization of about 225,000 square féet. 
Eventually the Raytheon Company hopes to employ about 1,500 persons at this new 
plant. 


5) . Trade 
Retail trade establishments employed 202 persons during November, 1954 and had 
an annual payroll of $388,000 while 11 persons were employed by wholesale firms 
with an annual payroli of $39,600. 


4. Self-Employed and Government Workers 
The 1950 U. S. Census of Population, which reported occupational information 
on the basis of residence rather than place of employment, showed that there were 
116 Government workers and 173 self-employed workers living in Wayland.

VI MUNICIPAL FINANCE 


A-l Wayland is an expanding residential suburb of Boston. The town in the posi- 
war period has met heavy demands for services to meet the needs of its growing 
population. New school needs have been met with the new Happy Hollow School being 
the latest addition, Most of the towm’%s outstanding debt is for school purposes. 
Off-street parking facilities are being considered and administrative improvements, 
including a modern classification and pay plan, have been installed. 


A-2 The tax rate given below is the complete cost of municipal services per $1,000 
of assessed valuations. There is no additional county or school district levy. 


A-3: For the 79 municipalities in Massachusetts with populations of from 2,500 to 
5,000, the per capita assessed valuation was $1,921 in 1955 and the per capita tax 
levy was $100.45. As of January 1, 1955 per capita net debt for this group was 
$152.91, of which $127.81 was for general purpose and $25.10 for public service debt.

VIII NSPORTATION 
Ae GENERAL 


Wayland has good rail and bus service to Boston where connections may be 
made to all parts of the United States, Canada and to foreign countries, The 
public roads and highways are generally in good condition, meeting the require- 
ments of modern transportation and connecting with major highways in the Area. 


Be RAIL 


The Boston and Maine Railroad Company provides passenger and freight rail 
service to the town of Wayland, It is located on the Boston-Clinton line and 
there are two stations within the tow. One is Tower Hill, 15.2 miles and the 
other Wayland Station, 16.5 miles from the North Station in Boston, There are 
four morning trains to Boston and four afternoon trains from Boston at the 
Wayland Station, Monday through Friday, Two trains each way stop at the Tower 
Hill Station. The average commiting time to or from Boston and the Wayland 
Station is about 40 minutes, 


Cs HIGHWAY 


The principal highways in Wayland are U.S. Route #20 and state highways 
#27 and #30. U.S. Route #20,which runs east and west, goes east to Boston 
while on the west it goes to Northborough, then goes south crossing Route #9, 
by-passing Worcester and proceeding west through Springfield, Pittsfield and 
into the State of New York, Route #27 runs north and joins Route #110 and #4 
in Chelmsford, while on the south, this highway goes through Natick and 
Walpole, then ‘swings east through Brockton and continues to Kingston where it 
joins Route #3. Route #30, which cuts across the southeast corner of Wayland, 
goes east crossing Route #128 in Weston and continuing into Boston. On the west, 
this highway goes into Route #9 in Framingham Center and west joining Routes 
#122 and #140 in Grafton. The new Hast-West Toll Highway will cut across the 
southeast corner of Wayland. 


BUS The Middlesex and Boston Street Railway Company and the Boston- 
Worcester Bus Line provide bus service in Wayland and to surrounding communities. 
Interstate bus transportation is also available in the town, 


De. OTHER 


Over 40 established trucking firms provide competitive freight service 
locally and to long distance points, The Boston Docks and the Logan Inter- 
national Airport are easily accessible from Wayland, thus providing ocean and 
air carrier service, 
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TX PLANNING 


PLANNING 


The year 1955 marks the 30th year of the establishment of the Wayland 
Planning Board. This Board, created in 1925 by vote of the Town Meeting 
conbinued until 1943 under the provisions of the original state planning 
enabling act. At that time, the town voted to extend to the Planning Board 
the provisions of Section 81-A, Chapter 41 of the General Laws or the so~called 
Wunicipal Planning and Subdivision Control Act". The Board continues to 
operate under this statute 


ZONING 


A zoning by-law was adopted by the Town Meeting in 1934. This has been 
subsequently amended and revised several times. The most recent major amend= 
ment was made in 1954. The by-law provides for four types of Residence Districts 
plus Business, Limited Commercial and Industrial zones, The construction of 
new dwellings is permitted only in Residence Districts, The minimum lot size 
requirements for these residential areas are 60,000, 40,c00, 30,000 and 20,000 
square feet respectively. 


SUBDIVISION CONTROL 


The Wayland Planning Board exercises subdivision control in the 
town under authroity of Sections 81-K to 81-GG, Chapter 41 of the General 
Laws. Copies of the Board’s rules and regulations governing the subdivision 
of land may be obtained from the building inspector. 


BUILDING CODE 


A building code was adopted in 1941 by vote of the Town Meeting. 
This remains substantially unchanged since that date.
